INTRODUCTION

This memorandum provides a summary and current status for bills introduced in the 112" and 113™
sessions of Congress (occurring between 2011 and 2014) that addresses regulatory reform. Beginning with the 114"
session of Congress, the memorandum provides a summary and current status for legislation addressing regulatory
and broader administrative reform. Note that this list may not be comprehensive.

Entries are in reverse chronological order based on the date the bill was introduced into Congress.
However, House and Senate versions of the same bill are listed together based on the most recent introduction date.
Links to relevant committee reports are provided where available. Beginning with the 114" session of Congress, a
link to a Statement of Administration Policy is also included when applicable.
